It was further reported that the monument at Shekomeko is 
in good condition, while the one at Sharon has been slightly 
defaced, apparently by relic hunters. Of the Zeisberger Mem- 
orial and Sharon, O., graveyard, no reports were received. The 
monument on the Old Graveyard at Nazareth is in good con- 
dition.
